17.—Almost ceaselessly the big guns roar 
hour after hour, day and night, batter- 
ing away at the German front. It isa 
battle symphony of death. The brazen 
_erehestra never ceases. Seven weeks 
ago it was placed on this line. The 
eighth is just beginning. The end is not 

in sight. 

All day this symphony of death thun- 
ders in one’s ears. One goes to sleep 
with the guns bellowing and wakes up if 
they pause. At times they die down, 
grow faint, as if weary, and then, as if 
the baton of the battle directors were 
ercouraging and urging them on, the 
chorus grows, first here, then there, 
north, then south, until the grand climax 
of the terrible crescendo is reached, 
when tnousands of guns chime in. It is 
wonderfully grand; it is awful; it is ap- 
palling, but fascinating. 

Little Rest Any Time. 

There is little rest. Only toward 
dawn, and in the foggy hours of the 
morning, does the cannonade die down. 
Something like sleep then spreads over 
the battle line. It is then that the sur- 
geons are busy in the rear with the 
wounded brought back under the cover 
of the fog. 

The moment the, fog lifts somewhat 
the guns burst forth all along the line. 
The French and English artillery is su- 
perb. I take my hat off to it, but still 
more so to these German lines, who 
stand that frightful battering and ham- 
mering, day and night, with a spirit 
to do or die. 

_ The French and English, especially 
_ the English, seem to have enormous 
| masses of artillery, much of which is 
of the heaviest types; huge mortars, and 
@ven naval guns, if one can judge from 
_ the detonations I have heard and the 
' raters and havoc I have seen. 

The German artillery is not one whit 
inferior to the French and English in 
Service, accuracy and effect. The Ger-

Delicious Cream Pastry From Recipe 
of Old Slave Cook Served to 
Hundreds at Faye‘te. 
FAYETTE, Mo., Aug. 17.—A feature of 
a reunion held here yesterday and to- 
day in celebration of Howard County’s 
100th anniversary is “Jeff Davis pie.’’ 
It is a delicious cream pie and was 
served at a barbecue with fried chicken. 
“Jeff Davis pie’’ first was served in 
Western Missouri in the early sixties. 
Some time before the Civil War the 
family of George B. Warren moved to 
Dover, Mo., bringing along a cook 
“Aunt Jule Ann,’’ a slave. She served 
at one Sunday dinner a pie of such de- 
liciousness as to elicit inquiry. It was 
her own invention, she said, and she 

named it the “Jeff Davis pie.” 

“Aunt Jule Ann’s” recipe for the pies 
as she, years ago, gave it to a friend 
of the Warren family follows: 

One cup of butter, two cups of sugar, 
one tablespoonful of flour, one cup of 
sweet cream, the whole of six eggs. Bake 
in crust and cover with a meringue made 
of the whites of three eggs mixed with 
three tablespoonfuls of sugar.

BE CAREFUL UF 
WATER YOU DRINK 
IN THE GOUNTY 


Acting Health Commissisoner 
Jordan Sounds Warning to 
Automobile Parties. 


TYPHOID IN THE CITY 


Of 30 Samples of County Water 
22 Found to Be Unfit 
to Drink. 


A warning to St. Louisans, advising 
them to be careful in drinking water 
when they visit St. Louis County on au- 
tomobile trips or other outings was ts- 
sued by Dr. G. A. Jordan, acting Health 
Commissioner, today. 

In a letter written to the Post-Dis- 
patch, Dr. Jordan said: 

“St. Louis has recently had a larger 


number of cases of typhoid than usual 
and this department has been making a 
very careful investigation to endeavor to 
determine the cause. The milk, ice and 
water supply of the city has been very 
carefully investigated, also all other 
avenues of information, without result. 

“Appreciating the fact that a great 
number of our citizens almost daily visit 
St. Louis County either by automobile 
or in other ways. a number of samples 
of water from those points in the county 
where our citizens would be likely to 
drink have been investigated. 

“Out of 31 samples of water taken 2% 
have shown the water to be unfit to 
drink, five samples were questionable 
and four were found to be good. 

‘This shows the necessity for care in 
the drinking of water in the county, and 
I wish to advise citizens against the 
drinking of such water.”’ 

Since Aug. 1, 86 cases of typhoid fever 
had been reported in St. Louis. This 
is nearly three times the normal average 
number for the entire month of August. 

Dr. Jordan yesterday notified county 
authorities that analyses by the St. 
Louis city bacteriologist had discoverel 
impurities in water taken from the 
Meramec River at Valley Park, from 
two springs at Meramec Highlands an: 
from@ spring at Creve Coeur Lake. 

Water from 33 welts in St. Louls 
County also was analyzed. In 22 cases 
the water was found to be unfit for 
human consumption. 

No complaint has been offered and, 
therefore, no analysis made cf water 
from the Missouri River supplied and 
clarified by the West St. Louis Water 
Co. to the towns of St. Louis County. 

The complaints have been against 
wells, cisterns and streams that have 
a 3 ee localities. 


Dr. M. C. Woodruff, chief diagnosticiaa 
of the Holi Department, today called 
attention to the fact that the city is 
ready at all times to administer typhoid 
bacterine to anyone who will go to the 
health office in the Municipal Courts 
building. The bacterine is injected into 
the arm and is said to immunize a per- 
son against typhoid for two years. The 
operation is almost as, simple as vac- 
cination and causes no illness. Very few 
St. Louisans have taken advantage of 
this immunization treatment and no one 
has asked for it in the last few weeks. 

This vaccine treatment is the same 
as that administered to all the sol-

EMPLOYERS AND 
STRIKING DRIVERS 
IN. CONFERENCE 


Accept Federal Mediator’s Invi- 
tation to Meet With Him 
and Discuss Differences. 


UNION OFFICERS PRESENT 


Wagons Sent Out Again Under 
Police Guard—Disorder Fol- 
lows in Some Cases. 


Proprietors of the nine dairies affected 
by the strike and lockout of union milk 
wagon drivers, and representatives >f 
the striking milkmen, went into confer- 
ence with James A. Smyth, mediation 
agent of the United States Department 
of Labor, at the Warwick Hotel shortly 
before noon today. 

This conference, brought about by in- 
vitations sent to both sides by Smyth, 
was the first general meeting of the 


employers and the strikers since the 
drivers struck for higher wages, nine 
days ago, at the St. Louis Dairy Co, 
and were locked out by eight other con- 
cerns. 

Thomas F. Barr, business agent of the 
milkmen’s union; Harry Norman, secre- 
tary; D. J. Murphy of the Teamsters’ 
Union and T. E. Coyne of the Central 
Trades and Labor Union, were four of 
the nine representatives of the strikers. 
The others were drivers. .The dairymen 
were headed by M. W. Kerckhoff, presi- 
dent of the Pevely company, who is 
head of their association. Former Judge 
Jesse A. McDonald, counsel for the 
dairymen, also was present. 

Strikers Promptly Accept, 

Smyth sent out the invitations for 
the conference yesterday afternoon, aft- 
er the dairymen had notified him that 
they did not think his efforts for me- 
diation to be “‘opportune.’’ They sent 
him a note which in effect advised him 
to return to Washington, and told him 
that if he was desired he would be sent 
for. He decided, however, to make one 
more effort to carry out the purpose 
for which he was sent here, and issued 
his invitations, which the strikers ac- 
cepted promptly. The dairymen did not 
announce their acceptance until after 
their daily meéting at 1908 Biddle street. 

The dairies continued their effort 
to resume delivery of milk with one. 
horse wagons on the regular routcs, 
The strikers, as they did yesterday, 
sent detachments out ahead of the 
wagons and urged householders not 
to take the milk, a request which 
was in many cases heeded. The first 
wagon sent out by the St. Louis 
Dairy Co. returned after two hours 
with a considerable part of the milk 
it had taken out. The two policemen 
who had’ gone along reported a fair- 


ly quiet voyage. Some other drivers, 
even though accompanied by police- 
men, encountered disorder.

BEHIND THE 


ALES CONTINUE [BRITISH ARTILLERY FIRE 
KILLING MANY CIVILIANS 


GERMAN LINES 
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Correspondent at Front Says Towns Are Quickly 
Razed and That There Is Hardly a House 
Standing--Aviators’ Bombs Destroy Crops. 


From a Staff Correspondent of the 
Associated Press. 
GERMAN TRENCHES, OPPOSITE 
THE BRITISH POSITION AT COM- 
MECOURT, ON THE SOMME FRONT, 
Monday, Aug. 14, via Berlin and Say- 
ville wireless, Aug. 17.—Half a million 
British have been engaged in ‘the cffor* 
to break the German lines on the Somme 
front. Often, as in the fighting between 
Gommecourt and Hebutorne, the Brit- 
ish outnumbered the Germans six to 
one. They have gained ground to a 
depth of from three to five miles over 
a front of about 18 miles, but nowhere 

have been able to break through. 
More than ever, death has become a 
commonplace in this most murderous 
battle of all times. The Germans in the 
first. line know that they probably will 
be killed if their positions are attacked. 
Trenches are virtually useless, for the 
heavy shells widen them into broad 
channels, affording no.cover of any 
sort. The first line usually perishes. 
The advancing British foot troops are 
no better off, because the Germans re- 
verse the process when part of t’ eir 
positions have been captured. After the 
British artillery has leveled the Ger- 
man trenches the infantry rushes in, 
often to be thrown out again as soon aa 
the British artillery ceases fire, which 
it has to do owing to the proximity of 
the opposing lines. 
Thus the battle has been ging on for 
weeks, the opposing forces now gain- 
ing, at terrific cost, and then losing at 
even greater cost, a few yards, of 
trenches. At present all the fighting by 
the British is carried on from their 
pozieres salient, where their drumfire 
is unceasing day or night. German of- 
ficers who were in the Champagne of- 
fensive said no such artillery fire had 
ever been developed previously. 
German Fir Also Terrific. 
The German fire, ‘»o, is terrific. An 
idea of its intensity . ay be gained from 
the fact that on certain British troops 
German guns threw 1600 shells in one 
minute and 45 seconds, resulting in creat 
slaughter. 
Often the British assault Jies away 
before the German second line, from 
which machine guns pour out streams of 
bullets which literally cut the men into 
fragments. At one point the Associated 
Press correspondent stood within 800 
yards of the British trenches near Del- 
ville Wood. Near by the Germans had 
just buried 1296 British as lulls in the 
firing permitted. 
Some 500 British prisoners whom the 


1 bombardment began at 5 o’clock. By 
noon the entire village was razed. The 
village of Rancourt met with similar 
fate. The correspondent saw part of 
the population rushing for safety, and 
a few hours later looked on the burn- 
ing debris of the town. : 

British aviators have made several at- 
tempts to burn the grain crop, appar- 
ently unmindful of the fact that it be- 
longs to French peasants. One aviator, 
descending to 800 yards from the ground, 
threw bombs gmong a harvesting party, 
killing two French girls and wounding 
others. 

There is no safety anywhere in the 
zone behind the front. What the artil- 
lery does not reach is exposed con- 
stantly to the bombs of aviators. While 
the correspondent was at Bugny eight 
civillans were killed. TEighteen others 
were wounded, of whom four died in 
the German hospital the same day. At 
Cambrai four persons were killed and 
two wounded on the same night. A 
French civilian pointed out that, while 
the German soldiers have built bomb- 
proofs in- which to seek refuge, the 
civilians have only cellars. He begged 
that this be brought to the attention 
of the British military authorities. 
Plainly were stil! dazed from the shock. 
They were a sorry spectacie, glad they 
had escaped from “‘hell,"’ as they termed 
it. 

The correspondent visited the entire 
front of the present offensive and every- 
where found from talks with Germans 
that they were more determined than ever 
to stand their ground. The men are in 
capital shape physically and of easy 
mind, although they are looking upon 
death each time. An officer pointed out 
that nowadays each man is his Own 
leader, as it is often impossible under 
present. battle conditions to transmit 
commands. While the Generals might 
still plan the actions, the officer said, if 
was plain that the infantryman, act.ng 
upon his own initiative in the presence 
of death, must save the day. 

Back of the German lines, within 
British artillery range, hardly a single 
house was standing. Embers were still 
burning in the ruins of two villages as 
the correspondent passed through. Of- 
ficers said there were no German troops 
in such places and that the victims were 
mostly French civilians. Of these the 
correspondent saw scores of wounded. 

Sees Town Destroyed, 

Whenever possible the Germans re- 
moved these civilians, as at Buoquoy.

Artillery actions, 
often very vigorous, have taken place 
almost daily, principally in the region 
of Dotran.

“A German official statement on dug.

In reality they 
reoccupied this locality without fighting 
following .the departure of a Greek d«- 
tachment which was in garrison there, 
and had no conflict with the Serbs.” 


74 Allied Ships Sunk in July, Says 
Berlin. 

BERLIN, via London, Aug. 17.—An of- 
ficial statement issued here says that 
during July 74 merchantmen belonging 
to the entente allies were sunk by Ger- 
man and Austrian submarines and 
mines, The ships had a total tonnage 
of 108,000 tons.

BROWNSVILLE, Tex., Aug. 17.—Cor- 
poral. Carl Dunches, assigned to the 
Quartermaster corps of the United 
States army, is in jail today accused of 
murder, following the killing last night 
of Corporal James Clement, C Company, 
Secon& Virginia Infantry, and the 
wounding of Senorita Sofia Valdez, a 
Mexican girl. Clement's home was in 
Warrenton, Va. 

The Virginian was killed, it is charged, 
when he sought to protect the Mexican 
girl from Dunches’ advances. The girl, 
when approached by Dunches, called for 
help and when Clement went to her aid.

COPENHAGEN, Aug. 17.—The Lands- 
thing, the upper house of the Danish

An influential member of the Radical 
Government party explained that the 
Government’s offer to resign did not 
mean that it feared the result of an 
election, but that if elections were held 
the ratification of the sale would be 
delayed three months or perhaps more.

SIAMESE PRINCE SAYS HE WAS 
HIT BY U. S$. CUSTOMS OFFICER 


Promises on Arrival in San Francisco, 
However, That Siam Will Not 
Declare War. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Aug. 17.— 
Prince Mahidol Songkla, brother of the 
King of Siam, who has arrived here 
from the Far East, was mistaken for a 
Japanese at Honolulu and roughly han- 
dled, he said today, by a United States 
customs officer.

station yesterday. 
Mrs. Gilmore filed suit for divorce 
in March. The case is pending. Since 


then, as before, she has tried to win him 
back. Her despondency over the de- 
struction of her home has grown and 
she had threatened the life of Mrs. 
Shipps several times, according to Gil- 
more. : 

“T didn't <think she really would do 
anything so’ serious,’ he said today. 

With the Gilmores when they met .n 
the jail today was their only child, Mrs. 
Glenna Hitchcock. The three talked for 
an hour. The husband had gone to of- 
fer help, which was accepted. The in- 
terview affected the tall, calm woman 
more than anything since the shooting. 
She has made no statement and her at- 
torneys are silent as to what defense 
will be raised. 


Says He Will Help Her_ 
“I will help her all I can,”’ Gilmore 


said as he left the jail. ‘‘The divorce 
suit pending between us has been forgot- 
ten.’’ 

A Coroner’s jury heard the testimony 
of witnesses of the shooting this morn- 
ing, and found Mrs. Shipps died ‘‘froin 
gunshot wounds inflicted by Mrs. Q. A. 
Gilmore."’' There were four witnesses, 
Mark Dalrymple and Glenn Reese, em- 
ployes at the Burlington station, where 
the killing took place; Thomas Giles, a 
‘bus driver, and Bert Mack, the Dep- 
uty Sheriff to whom Mrs. Gilmore sur- 
rendered. None of those most deeply 
interested was at the inquest. 

Tomorrow will be Mrs. Gilmore’s 
birthday. It would also have been the 
birthday of Mrs. Shipps. They were 
born on the same day 46 years ago. 
Both were married on the thirteenth 
day of different months, but within a 
year. Mrs. Gilmore spoke of the ‘‘hoo- 
doo’’ date in jail this morning. 

Mrs. Shipps was divorced in 19%. Her 
former husband is in Montana. 

“I Know what I have done, and I am 
ready to pay the penalty,’’ said Mrs. 
Gilmore yesterday. 

Gilmore, well-to-do liveryman, has not 
lived at home for four months,

She went ‘to 
the station, arriving there shortly after 
Mrs. Shipps and her daughter, Marte, 
and arranged for F. E. Diss, a livery- 
man, to wait with his motor car to take 
her up town. 

She waited while Mrs. Shipps pur- 
chased railway tickets, and when the 
latter turned to the baggage room win- 
dow Mrs. Gilmore stepped close behind 
her and fired two shots. Mrs. Shipps 
turned, staggered and exclaimed: “Oh.

ENGEISH MUST HAVE GUARANTEE 
ON ALL EXPORTS TO SWEDEN 


Proclamation Demands Certification 
That Goods Will Not Be 
" Re-exported. 


LONDON, Aug. 17.—A proclamation is 
about to be issued prohibiting the expor- 
tation to Sweden of all commodities ex- 
cept on presentation to the customs of- 
ficials of a Swedish trade commission 
guarantee. 

It is explained in this connection that 
the Swedish war trade law of 1916 makes 
it illegal for an importer to furnish an 
exporter in the United Kingdom with in- 
formation as to the disposal of goods. 
The exporter, therefore, is often obliged 
to admit he is unable to furnish evi- 
dence that he has taken reasonable pre- 
cautions to insure that the goods ex- 
ported by him have reached the desti- 
nation specified when the goods were 
shipped, and through no fault of his, 
but owing to the operations of the Swed- 
ish law he becomes exposed to heavy 
penalties. 

It has become necessary, therefore, to 
make all exports to Sweden dependent 
upon the production of a guarantee 
signed by the importer and sanctioned 
and registered by the proper department 
of the Swedish Government, to the ef- 
fect that both the goods and their prod- 
ucts will not be re exported.

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How British Censor ‘‘Cut’’ 
Von Wiegand’s Dispatch 
From the German Front 


HEADQUARTERS OF A GER- 
MAN INFANTRY DIVISION OP- 
POSITE POZIERES, Aug. 12 (by 
courier to Berlin, via wireless to 
Sayville, Aug. 16).—The French and 
English in almost two months have 
retaken approximately 68 square 
miles. Germany occupies about 8000 
square miles of Northern France 
and about 11,000 square miles of 
Belgium. 

The 68 square miles taken in seven 
weeks have been literally drenched 
with blood. Attacking and defend- 
ing, that 58 square miles has been 
paid for with casualties for both 
sides, certainly between 300,000 and 
a half million. 

It would seem that the allies’ plan 
was for the French to cover the 
right flank of the English at 
Hardecourt while the English were 
to break through the German front, 
then swerve sharply to the left, 
roll up the Germans and drive 
them into the sea. That has failed. 


The foregoing formed part of 
Karl H. von Wiegand’s first dis- 
patch from the German headquar- 
ters on the Somme, published in 
the Post-Dispatch yesterday. This 
portion was excised from the dis- 
patch, as sent by cable, by the 
British censor. The correspondent, 
however, took the precaution to 
send his dispatch in duplicate by 
wireless. 


intelligence, organization and spirit,’’ he 
declared, “‘We believe we have that. 'n 
the final analysis this terrible war is a 
man-to-man fight. It is the spirit of in- 
dividual man that counts in this; his 
understanding of what he is fighting 
for; his willingness to endure hardships 
and if need be to die fighting. 

“Our men know they are fighting for 
home, for country, for father, mother, 
wife and children. Their spirit, is truly 
vonderful,”” he continued. 

“When I was in the trenches a little 
farther north, commanding my regi- 
ment, I frequently pointed to the ruined 
towns and villages, to the havoc, de- 
struction and misery on every side. 
saying: : 

***My boys, there you see what will 
happen if you let the English and 
French drive you back into Germany. 
These villages will be your villages and 
towns. The misery of those old men 
and women, of those children, will be 
the misery of your father and mother, 
your wife and children. To keep de- 
struction from your home, misery and 
suffering from your loved ones ar 
you are fighting for. It is our exist- 
ence that is at stake, and you know it. 
We will stand or die.’ 

“And that,’’ the speaker added, “‘is 
the spirit that. imbues our boys on this 
battle line, which enables them to take 
the terrible smashing and battering of 
the enemy’s enormous artillery and then 
crawl out of the filled trenches and 
crushed bomb-proofs and tear. great 
gaps into the oncoming lines. 

“So long as that spirit endures and 
fills our troops the French and English 
will never break through here; and 
should the enemy reach Berlin not a 
German will be left, but neither will 
there be an Englishman or Frenchman 
to celebrate the victory.”’ 

The chief of staff characterized the 
newspaper talk that the objectives of 
the allies were Peronne and Bapaume 
as nonsense. 

From corps headquarters the corre- 
spondents motored toward the front 
near Longueval and Guillemont, accom- 
panied by Capt. Count Limbourg and 
Lieut. Euchen. 

No Longer Enemies. 

It was a sizzling hot day. 
Cross flags floated lazily. The white 
aproned surgeons were working over 
the operating tables, calmly and coolly, 
with knife or needle, even where the 
places were under fire. Black and 
white He sometimes together. the bluish- 
gray of the French, tne yellow Khaki of 
the English, the greenish field-gray of 
the Germans, side by side.

The day before a shell had struck the 
house and penetrated the kitchen, killing 
a trumpeter and wounding two othor 
soldiers. The Major regretted he could 
not personally accompany us, as he be- 
lieved he could better guide us to points 
of observation least exposed to the 
French and English fire, which, as the 
mist was lifting, was steadily increased 
in violence. 

Soon we came to some field batteries 
firing away at the English rather lazily. 
Behind a battery were several big mor- 
tars. The contrast between the deep, 
hoarse .roar of the mortars and the re- 
port of the field guns was like the pop 
of a small firecracker compared with a 
giant cracker. 

A spot 500 yards square mear the guns 
was plowed up by French and English 
shelis in an effort to silence the battery 
and mortars. One crater joined an- 
other, some seven feet deep. On two 
sides of one mortar the shells came 
within 0 feet of the piece, and neither 


} men; Suns nor mortars were protected, 


) Three soldiers had been killed and an 


average of one wounded daily, but the 
guns hadn’t been silenced. 

“We have stuck it out,” said a Lieu- 
tenant of perhaps 23 years, commanding 
the mortars. 

“A hot place, but endurable,”’ re- 
marked one of the men at the field guns 
in response to a question. 

Meanwhile shells from a heavy English 
battery were screaming overhead toward 
other batteries half a mile farther back 

One of the officers suggested that it 


was a bad place to be caught if the En- 


glish began shelling this position, which 
they usually did at noon. We had hardly 
gotten 500 yards away when the first 
shells dropped where he had been stand- 
ing. 

At noon we lunched with Gen. von—— 
commanding the corps, who had re. 
turned from an inspection by the Kaiser 
of one of his divisions just out of the 
trenches. He was happy, proud and 
deeply touched by the decoration con- 
ferred on him by the Kaiser in recogni- 
tion of the defense of the line in his 
sector. His staff gathered around the 


corps commander, congratulating him. 


The General at the same time handed 
Lieutenant-Colonel von F—, his chief 
of staff, a high decoration sent to him 
by the Kaiser.

The gang was going 
to start with a million dollars. If it 
“went over” all right they would start 
with another million, or perhaps ten 
million. 

The prisoners had made all arrange- 
ments to dispose of $2, $ and $10 bills. 
They did not make any $1 bills, nor did 
they venture anything above the ten 
spot. The bills were to be turned out 
by the printers at 35 cents for each dol- 
lar. The passers of the bogus notes 
were to be paid 50 cents for each dollar, 
But somebody ‘“‘squealed.”” Word came 
to Chief Flynn that makers of “queer” 
were working in a little cottage on 
Washington avenue, near Railroad ave- 
nue, in Grant City, L. I. 

Chief Flynn captured the main con- 
spirators before they had put out any 
of the imitation money, which, it is 
said, might have deceived anyone. 

Antonio Monteforti, an engraver and 
etcher, was one of the first prisoners 
and is said to have been the chief of 
the gang. In his house Chief Flynn ¢on- 
fiscated 70 negatives of bank bills, many 
etchings and many bills which had been 
used for copying. The others arrested, 
all~of whom lived in the neighborhood, 
were Luigi and Antonio Barcatto, broth- 
ers; Salvatore and Antonio Giolano, 
brothers, and Antonio Matranga. Many 
dies, ,photographic and lithographic 
presses and various tools were seized. 

Incidentally the secret service opera- 
tives said they found an illicit wine 
blending mrchine, so they arrested Gio- 
vanni and Leo Battaglia on a charge of 
violating internal revenue laws. 

The counterfeiting plans had hardly 
been hatched, it is said, before Chief 
Fiynn and his men learned what was 
going on. Agents of the service from 
Scranton, St. Louis, Cimcinnati and 
Washington were called in to trail the 
suspects. Secret Service men were pres- 
ent when Monteforti purchased the 
equipment for his mill. They saw him 
take it to the cottage on Staten Island.

Famous Oarsman Killed. 


LONDON, Aug. 17.—Lieut. Giuseppe Sint- 
gagliia of Como, Italv, the Italian oarseman 
who won the diamond sculls at ltlenie, in 
1914, has been killed during the tight on 
the Carso Plateau. says a Central News Jis- 
patch from Milan, today.

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$661,418,000 FOR PREPAREDNESS. 

“Reasonable preparedness is only national 
common sense,” said Mr. Hughes at Seattle, @ 
fine sentiment. But he added: “I confess I do 
not like the way the present administration has 
dealt with this matter.” 

But if he does not like the way the present 
administration has dealt with it, how does he like 
the way some of its predecessors dealt with it? 
In this and in other things he has to say on the 
subject, he is only echoing the chatter of futile 
George von L. Meyers and Charles J. Bonapartes 
and Augustus P. Gardners and Theodore Roose- 
velts. ’ 

As is so uniformly the case, an irrefutable an- 
swer to his “strong words” is found in the 
strong deeds that will stand as a memorial of 
the existing administration at Washington. 
Leaving entirely out of the consideration the 
special preparedness plans of the present year, 
more by many millions of dollars ‘was devoted 
to national defense during the years since Mr. 
Wilson became President than were devoted dur- 
ing the first three years of the Taft administra- 
tion, or of the Roosevelt administrations or of 
the McKinley administrations and of course more 
by many additional than during any three years 
under any administration prior to McKinley’s. 

And the provision for national defense made 
at many sacrifices on the part of taxpayers in 
this current year exceeds that of two or three 
administrations prior to the presént. , 

While Mr. Hughes was talking, an agreement 
between the two houses was being reached at 
the capital that weakened his strong words to 
the point of mockery. Concurrence on the prin- 
cipal intems makes it certain that 157 war ves- 
sels of well-proportioned classes will be added 
to our navy and that its personnel will be in- 
creased to 74,700 men. 

In addition to this $355,000,000 for the navy, 
by far the largest sum ever devoted by England 
or’ any other nation to its fleets in any one ap- 
propriation in time of peace, the strength of 
the army had previously been more than dou- 
bled. The militia had been federalized and in- 
creased in strength to 450,000 men, munitions 
provided for and more seacoast fortifications au- 
thorized, at a total cost for land defense of $267,- 
597,000. 

We do not know yet the wisdom with which 
these great sums will be laid out. But we do 
know that they will be spent at a time when 
the invaluable lessons of the present war have 
been made available and when the waste of in- 
judicious and experimental expenditure will be 
immeasurable less than would: be humanly pos- 
sible, had these appropriations been made in any 
former year. 

We know that cannon of huge caliber, inex- 
heustible quantities of high explosives, limitless 
numbers of machine guns and countless aero- 
planes are the indispensable factors in success- 
We know that submarines, 
dreadnoughts and fast battle cruisers are the in- 
dispensable factors in successful sea fighting. 

Mr. Hughes does not like the way the present 
administration has dealt with the matter in hav- 
ing appropriated only $661,418,000 for defense 
in one year. How much more would it have had 
to appropriate to make sure that he would like 
the way it has dealt with it?

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TODAY'S CRITICAL STRIKE CONFERENCE. 

Six hundred and forty district ehairmen of the 
railroad men’s unions are meeting with Mr. Wil- 
son today, supplying him with direct informa- 
tion and hearing from his own lips his proposals 
for preventing a strike. After this step toward 
ending the deadlock, the presidents of the rail- 
road systems, already summoned, will come. 

The issue is too big to be decided by a few 
men acting in a representative capacity. Larger 
bodies of men higher up, those who -wield the 
real power from which the representatives draw 
their authority, are drawn into the conference 
and forced by personal contact with the actual- 
ities of the situation to accept a larger sense of 
their responsibility for what may come. 

The determination shown on both sides will 
increase the public’s appreciation of what it 
will be spared in the event that the strike pre- 
vention effort is successful. Once started it 
might be a ferocious, long-drawn-out struggle, 
exceeding all other strikes as the war exceeds 
all other wars. 

But insistent as those are who rattle the in- 
dustrial saber that there shall be a strike, the 
President is just as insistent that there shall 
rot be one. And the public backs the President.

Those things naturally follow 
great increases in prosperity and population. 
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A REVOLUTION IN LIGHTING.

MILL CREEK TAX ROBRERY. 

Whether or not the Mill Creek sewer was 
needed at this time and whether or not the bur- 
den of construction is equitably placed, it is a 
monumental example of St. Louis’ criminal waste 
in conducting special assessment improvements. 

Mayor Kiel, himself an experienced constructor, 
doubts that the sewer could have been built any 
cheaper on city account than on private account. 
But there can be no possible doubt that it could 
have been built much cheaper if financed on city 
credit, as such work is financed in many cities, 
than financed on private credit. 

As actually constructed, the work was burdened 
with cost at stiff commercial rates of the money 
tied up while the building was in progress. The 
general contractor sublet multitudinous divisions 
of the task to subcontractors. These all had to 
make a profit and the general contractor made a 
profit on their profits. Some of these subcon- 
tractors sublet the work they had undertaken to 
sub-subcontractors, all of whom also had to have 
a profit. Then, on the completion of the work 
the tax bills against property owners were dis- 
counted at a profit to banks of about 10 per cent 
a year. 

It must not be supposed that all these costs in 
successive yelays come out of the contractor. He 
includes them all and contingent costs besides, 
in his original figures. And all come out of the 
taxpayers. | 

The total payments called for by all the sub- 
contracts were about $2,400,000 for materials and 
labor. This sum may be accepted as about what 
the improvements should have cost the taxpay- 
ers under an accurate system of engineering esti- 
mates and rational finance. 

But the sum at which the general contractor ob- 
tained the job and which the property owners will 
have to pay was $3,400,000. His gross profit on 
labor and material was about $1,000,000, which is, 
of course, reduced by the absurd method of 
financing the work. Admittedly, property own- 
ers who are soaked have a right to kick. 

For this plan of farming out special taxes on 
the Turkish system, with many of the evil results 
of the Turkish system, including the hawking of 
unpaid public tax obligations around among the 
money changers, the charter authorizes a substi- 
tute. Special short-time bonds might have been 
issued with the benefit of city credit in low in- 
terest rates. Contractors under this plan would 
get their pay from the city itself in bond pro- 
ceeds in installments on estimates, as different 
sections of the work are completed and accepted, 
thus saving them interest. Taxpayers at their 
option would pay at once or in installments of 
five to ten years, with low interest. And they 
would pay to the City Treasurer, not to note 
shavers and discounters. 

It is the system used in many cities with much 
less pretensions to intelligence and civic progress 
than St. Louis. It should have been used in the 
Mill Creek improvements. It should ‘be used in 
all special assessment improvements. 
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Hughes could have given points to Jeremiah. 
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MISQUOTING THE KAISER. 

An anonymous authority described as ‘‘an emi- 
nent neutral,” repeats an alleged interview he 
had with the Kaiser, and quotes the Kaiser as 
saying “in grave tones:” 

I do not envy the man who has the responsi- 
bility for this war on his conscience. I, at 
least, am not the man. I think history will 
clear me of that charge, although I do not 
suppose that history will hold me faultless. 
In a sense every civilized man in Europe must 
have a share in the responsibility for this war, 
and the higher his position the larger his 
responsibility. 

This does not accord with the Kaiser’s previous 
denials and otherwise sounds false and “faked.” 
When the Kaiser gets ready to admit that he is 
anything less than Europe’s foremost peace ad- 
vocate and defender, he will do it officially and 
unmistakably. And the chances are that he will 
only admit responsibility for the war in the 
event of victory, if at all. Certainly this is no 
time for such an admission by an astute and poli- 
ticianly ruler who values his hold on his people. 
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‘‘CONNAUGHT TUNNEL.”’’ 

Another of the causes for amazement which 
settlers from the United States who have taken 
up farms in the Canadian Northwest find from 
time to time in their new home is the selection 
of the name Connaught for the great railroad 
tunnel under Selkirk Mountain. Such unpatri- 
otic depreciation of the persons and things of 
Canada in favor of those of distant Europe is 
unjust and undoubtedly has an effect on Do- 
minion psychology. 

The tunnel should have been named after a 
Canadian. The Dominion has many men vastly 
more able and incomparably more worthy of the 
honor than a carpetbagger satrap sent over 
from London to Ottawa for a few months or 
years.

‘ Wheat futures were irregular to sharp- 
ly lower in the early market on the 
Merchants’ Exchange today, due to an 


easier tone in the Liverpool market and 
uncertainty as to the outcome of the 
railroad strike negotiations. The late 
market showed values nearly 2c un- 
der yesterday's finish. The close was 
near the low point. 

Corn futures also showed a fractional 
decline on further rains over the crop 
belt and indifferent Liverpool cables. 
Oats were quiet. Coarse grains closed 
showing fractional losses. 

The Liverpool cable said: “The 
wheat market opened steady with 
expectations of lighter world’s shin- 
ments this week and difficulty of ex- 

ort purchases. Millers’ supplies are 
imited. Spot market was steady, un- 
changed, and cargo market steady 
Plates, Indians and Australians 
above a workipg basis and freights 
from these countries strong. France 
advices are unfavorable and United 
ge weather is wet for harvest- 
in Argentine rains are insufficient 
and European weather unfavorable. 
The general demand, however, is 
quiet, with Canadian news better. 
Corn was quiet but steady. Spot was 
unchanged and parcels 3d lower. Ar- 
gxentine estimates of wheat were 
800,000 bu, corn 3,400,000 bu.” 

Bartlett Frazier Co., Chicago, wired: 
“The early movement of wheat from 
Ohio, Indiana and Illinois is apparently 
over and each of these states has failed 
to produce as much as they will use, so 
that later they will be material import- 
ers. 
have the only available winter wheat, 
and the Northwest is now drawing on 
it and will continue to all through the 
season. The best advices indicate that 
the Northwestern crop this year will not 
furnish nearly enough wheat to meet 
the milling requirements of the North- 
west, and yesterday Minneapolis millers 
were reported as trying to bring over 
Canadian wheats to grind in this coun- 
try, paying the duty. Exporters will un- 
doubtedly take all the Manitobas avalil- 
able and the prospect is that our old 
No. 2 hard winter, of which there Is 
Only about 4,000,000 bu here, will soon 
disappear. The trade will soon face the 
question of insistent demand and no 
general source from which wheat can be 
drawn.”’ 

Van Dusen & Harrington’s weekly 
crop letter savs: ‘In North Dakota, 
temperatures from Aug. 9 to 13 were 
dangerously near frost line, but so far 
there has been no damage done by frost. 

"e have observed in the past, if that 
territory escapes from frost to the 16th, 
the weather usually remains warm for 
another month. There has been rain in 
Minnesota and South Dakota that has 
delayed threshing, but it was beneficial 
to corn and ax. Southern sections 
corn is beginning to dent and nothing 
but an early frost can now damage this 
crop." 

Broomhall gays: ‘Millers’ stocks in 
United Kingdom moderate, with wheat 
arrivals lighter. American winter is 
good request, owing to high quality, 
which is proven. by arrivals here, but 
this is difficult to buy, as American mil- 
lers absorb at better prices. It-is ex- 
pected that spring supplies will be Nght 
and of lowered quality.”’ 

Chicago wired: “The embargo an- 
nounced by certain Eastern roads 90n 
shipment of wheat is due to the fact 
that there is a large amount of Del- 
aware, Maryland and Pennsylvania 
wheat at the seaboard, which on ac- 
count of excessive rainfall after har- 
vest arrived at port in such condi- 
tion that it has been necessary to 
place it in special bins, and it there- 
fore uses up a dispropertionate 
amount of storage iin rg penne y 
with the amount of wheat involve 
Some of this wheat is in such sha 
that it is possible it will have to he 
replaced with Western wheat in or- 
der to fill export sales, and in fact 
we have knowledge already of some 
that has been so replaced. This East- 
ern wheat was bought early by ex- 
porters and at a relatively low fix- 
ure, and if as seems likely, any con- 
Siderable amount of it has to be re- 
placed with Western wheat, it w'll 
create further competition between 
the seaboard and the Gulf for the 
limited amount of good winter wheat 
which we can export.”
